The 2012/2013 Season was another exciting campaign for Tottenham 
Hotspur, packed full of goals, great victories, and moments of individual 
brilliance. Spurs finished 5th under Head Coach Andre Villas-Boas with 
our Barclays Premier League record total of 72 points. 


AUGUST 


Pld: 2W:0D:1L:1 

End of month Position: 14th 

Our first match of the season ended in 
disappointment as a late Hatem Ben Arfa 
penalty earned all three points for Newcastle 
at St James’ Park. The home side went ahead 
on 54 minutes through a wonder goal from 
Demba Ba. Spurs levelled through Jermain 
Defoe on 76 minutes, but Ben Arfa's penalty 
denied us a deserved share of the spoils. 
West Brom were the first visitors to White 
Hart Lane. Benoit Assou-Ekotto put Spurs 
ahead with a deflected 25-yard shot, but West 
Brom secured a point with James Morrison's 
stoppage time goal. 


SEPTEMBER 


Pld: 4 W: 3D:1L:0 

End of month Position: 5th 

Spurs were still searching for their first win 
against Norwich after Robert Snodgrass fired 
home a late equaliser. Mousa Dembele, on his 
debut, put Spurs ahead on 68 minutes, but the 
Canaries left with a point on another frustrating 
afternoon. Three points finally arrivedina 
deserved win at Reading, Jermain Defoe (2) and 
Gareth Bale with the goals. The Sandro-Dembele 
partnership was particularly impressive on an 
afternoon where the 3-1 score line didn't reflect 
the dominant performance. Two goals in 60 
seconds changed everything as the team turned 
around a half-time deficit to topple QPR and 
secure a first win at White Hart Lane. QPR led 
through Bobby Zamora but an own goal and 
another from Jermain Defoe sealed the win. 

Our next fixture will live long in the memory of 
Spurs supporters, as we secured our first win 

at Old Trafford since 1989. Jonny Evans’ own 
goal and a goal-of-the-season contender from 
Gareth Bale gave Spurs a 2-0 half-time lead. Nani 
pulled a goal back early in the second half. On 

51 minutes Clint Dempsey scored a crucial third 
goal for Spurs. Shinji Kagawa immediately struck 
again for United as they poured forward, but 

we held on for a famous win. A great month for 
Tottenham Hotspur.

Wigan's Ben Watson scored the only goal of the 
game ina match to forget at White Hart Lane. 
Despite late pressure, Roberto Martinez’s side 
held on to earn a shock win. Edin Dzeko's late 
strike meant we left the Etihad empty-handed 
despite taking the lead through a Steven 
Caulker header. Sergio Aguero equalised for 
Manchester City before Dzeko's winner. We 
suffered a third successive defeat of the month 
at Arsenal, especially disappointing as we had 
the lead through Emmanuel Adebayor's early 
goal. But after he was sent off, it was one-way 
traffic. Gareth Bale scored our second goal, but 
Arsenal's man advantage was evident as they 
completed a 5-2 win. Another London derby was 
next on the fixture list as we produceda fine 
display to topple West Ham at the Lane. Jermain 
Defoe scored a terrific opener, Gareth Bale 
added a second before Defoe scored his second 
and Spurs’ third. Andy Carroll pulled a goal back 
for West Ham. Three days later, the lads secured 
another three points after beating Liverpool 

in an entertaining game under the lights. 

Aaron Lennon put Spurs ahead, before Bale’s 
sensational free-kick. An unfortunate Bale own 
goal gave Liverpool hope but we held on to earn 
three points. 


DECEMBER

End of month Position: 3rd 

Sandro’s bolt from the blue and another 
double from Jermain Defoe secured a fine 
3-0 win at Fulham. We were denied a fourth 
successive victory after Everton scored two 
stoppage-time goals at Goodison Park. Clint 
Dempsey'’s strike with 15 minutes remaining 
looked to be enough but we returned 

to London pointless. Jan Vertonghen’s 
fantastic half volley was enough to see off an 
impressive Swansea side. Stoke were next to 
visit the Lane, but we were left frustrated as 
they held on to earn a point. It was a Boxing 
Day to remember as Gareth Bale led the way 
with a hat-trick as a dominant display yielded 
maximum points at Villa Park. Jermain Defoe 
scored the opening goal in one of the most 
one-sided Premier League away matches 
you'll see. A brilliant end to 2012 was complete 
with another away win. An own goal, anda 
superb piece of skill by Aaron Lennon was 
enough to move us up to third in the table with 
a 2-1 win at Sunderland. 


JANUARY

End of month Position: 4th 
Spurs remained third after coming from 
behind to beat Reading on New Year's 

Day. Michael Dawson levelled with a 

diving header from Gylfi Sigurdsson's corner. 
Emmanuel Adebayor put Spurs ahead and Clint 
Dempsey added a third to wrap up the win. We 
were held to a goalless draw at Queens Park 
Rangers, but the big disappointment was the 
knee injury Sandro suffered during the game. 
It was an injury that would keep him out for the 
rest of the season - a huge blow. Manchester 
United visited the Lane looking for revenge 
after our memorable win earlier in the season at 
Old Trafford. The game looked to be in serious 
doubt due to heavy snow, but it went ahead and 
it looked like United had done enough to win the 
match thanks to Robin van Persie's first-half 
header, but Clint Dempsey's stoppage-time goal 
earned a point, as we finally found a way past 
United in a dominant second-half performance. 
The Club secured another point, this time at 
Norwich, thanks to a superb solo effort from 
Gareth Bale. Lewis Holtby made his Spurs 
debut after signing from Schalke 


FEBRUARY

Bale was on target again as we secured a 
hard-fought win over West Brom. It was also 
the Bale show as Newcastle visited the Lane. 

Yoan Gouffran 
equalised midway through the half, but Bale 
scored the winner — his fourth goal in three 
League games. Bale’s incredible February 
continued with two goals at West Ham. Andy 
Carroll and Joe Cole put West Ham ahead after 
Bale’s opener, but a Gylfi Sigurdsson leveller 
and another goal-of-the-season contender 
from Bale secured a thrilling win at Upton Park.

Two goals in two first-half minutes paved 
the way for a magnificent derby day victory 
over Arsenal. Gareth Bale struck his 20th 
goal of the season in our colours and Aaron 
Lennon added a quick-fire second as we hit 
Arsenal with a double almost against the 

run of play in the first half, while the visitors’ 
51st-minute header from Per Mertesacker 
proved nothing more than a consolation. Our 
12-game unbeaten run in the Premier League 
came to an end ina 3-2 reverse at Anfield 

as we suffered more Merseyside misery 

in an enthralling game. Two goals from Jan 
Vertonghen put Spurs in control, but goals 
from Suarez and Stewart Downing anda 
Steven Gerrard penalty put an end to our 
fine run. Our first home defeat since early 
November meant a disappointing afternoon 
at the Lane as former Spur Dimitar 
Berbatov's second-half strike was enough 
to earn Fulham a1-0 win. Jan Vertonghen and 
Gareth Bale scored the goals as we secured 
the double over Swansea at the Liberty 
Stadium. Michu was on target for Swansea 
but Spurs held on. 


APRIL

Gylfi Sigurdsson rescued a deserved point in 
a thrilling Premier League encounter against 
Everton at the Lane. Emmanuel Adebayor was 
also on target, opening the scoring inside thes 
first minute. But Everton levelled through Phil 
Jagielka and took the lead froma fine solo 
goal by Kevin Mirallas. A draw was a fair result 
as both teams continued to chase Champions 
League football. Three goals in seven second- 
half minutes against Manchester City kept 
our top four hopes alive. Samir Nasri put City 
ahead, but Spurs won it with goals from Clint 
Dempsey, Jermain Defoe and Gareth Bale. 
Despite a stoppage time equaliser, it felt like 
two points dropped against Wigan at the DW 
Stadium. Gareth Bale put Spurs ahead but 
Emmerson Boyce and a stunning goal from 
Calum McManaman gave Wigan the lead. An 
own goal from Boyce earned a point. 


MAY

Southampton arrived at White Hart Lane full 
of confidence after beating Manchester City, 
Chelsea and Liverpool, and it took something 
special from Gareth Bale to win the game 

and he did so with a spectacular goal on 86 
minutes. Spurs came from behind twice to earn 
a draw against Chelsea at Stamford Bridge. A 


brilliant solo goal from Emmanuel Adebayor 
and a goal from Gylfi Sigurdsson 10 minutes 
from full time earned a deserved point. Spurs 
had to win at Stoke as the battle for fourth 
place went down to the wire. Clint Dempsey 
levelled Steven Nzonzi's third-minute header 
with a fine strike in the 20th minute - firing 
into an empty net from 35 yards - and after 
dominating possession following Charlie 
Adam's sending off at the start of the second 
half, Adebayor clinched the win seven minutes 
from time. It was fitting to end the season 
with an outstanding goal from Gareth Bale. 
His stoppage-time winner against Sunderland 
wasn't enough to secure Champions League 
football. We finished in fifth with a Club record 
Premier League haul of 72 points.

Hugo had to wait until October last season to cement 
his place as our number one. Brad Friedel was hard 

to dislodge, but after impressing in the UEFA Europa 
League, Hugo was given his full League debut against 
Aston Villa at White Hart Lane. 


Lloris kept us in the match witha 
string of superb saves during his debut > 
against Lazio, the 1-0 victory at home 
to Southampton and in the 3-1 win 
against Manchester City where he 
thwarted Carlos Tevez-and-co 
time and time again. 


But Hugo's save against 
West Ham at Upton 
Park stands out. With 
the Hammers leading 
2-1, the Frenchman 
raced off his line to 
make a brilliant stop 
against Matt Taylor which 
kept us in the match.

After an impressive first season at Tottenham Hotspur, Andre Villas- 


Andre was given the task of handling a 
transitional period at the Club, which included 
the exciting move to the new training ground 
in Enfield. There were also big changes on 

the playing side, with Luka Modric and Rafa 
van der Vaart departing. Ledley King had also 
announced his retirement. Injuries to Younes 
Kaboul, Benoit Assou-Ekotto and Scott 
Parker didn’t help as the side struggled in its 
opening three League matches. 


After a difficult start, the new arrivals settled 
well and the new Head Coach's training 
methods began to be implemented. Impressive 
results followed including a memorable 3-2 win 
against Manchester United at Old Trafford.

Do you want to know why Tottenham Hotspur is such a special Club? 
Spurs has always attracted world class talent. Some have become 
White Hart Lane legends. In anew yearly feature, you can remember 
them here. 


JURGEN KLINSMANN 
Jurgen took only 18 months to become a legend at 
White Hart Lane. Few will forget the impact the 
German star made in 1994/1995 when he scored 
29 goals in that campaign as we overcame the mid- 
season departure of Ossie Ardiles to finish seventh 
in the Premiership and reach the semi-finals of the 
FA Cup under Gerry Francis. After a successful time 
with Bayern Munich, Klinsmann returned for his 
second spell from Sampdoria in December 1997. It 
was a different scenario this time, with us fighting 
relegation under the leadership of Christian 
JimmMr) Gveaves Gross. Klinsmann scored four goals in a key 6-2 
win at Wimbledon in the season's penultimate 
game. Klinsmann signed off with a cracker against 
Southampton on the final day - it would be his last 


JIMMY GREAVES Club game. He retired after representing Germany 
in the World Cup that summer. 


Spurs signed Jimmy for £99,999, as manager 
Bill Nicholson did not want him to become 
burdened by being the first £100,000 footballer. 
He continued to set goalscoring records in North 
London and for three successive seasons was 
the leading First Division striker. He scored after 
just three minutes as Spurs won the FA Cup in 
1962 and netted two against Athletic Madrid in 
the final of the 1963 Cup Winners’ Cup. Jimmy 
first played for England in 1959, scoring 44 goals 
in57 games. The six hat-tricks he scored still 
stand as an England record. Jimmy is Tottenham 
Hotspur's all-time leading goal scorer with 266 
goals in 379 games in all competitions. 


Juv 9th Klinsmany 


RICKY VILLA 

Ricky's move to White Hart Lane shocked the 
football world. Villa joined with Argentina team- 
mate Ossie Ardiles after the 1978 World Cup. 
Ricky was the man for the big occasions. He 
scored a hat-trick on the day the new West Stand 
was opened at White Hart Lane in a 6-1 win over 
Wolves in February 1982. But his greatest Spurs 
memory was in the FA Cup final replay in 1981. The 
Dave Mackan Argentine seemed to have the ball glued to his feet 
as he tricked his way past the Manchester City 
defenders to slot home the winner. A Tottenham 
Hotspur legend was born and Spurs defeated 
Manchester City 3-2 to win the 1981 FA Cup. 


DAVE MACKAY 

Described by Bill Nicholson as his best 
signing, Dave Mackay was the heartbeat 
of the Double-winning side and one of 
the Club's greatest players. Famed for 
his tough tackling, stamina, enthusiasm 
and never-Ssay-die attitude, Mackay was a 
magnificent all-round player with superb 
skills, passing and an eye for goal. After 
10 years at the Lane he was granteda 
transfer to Derby County who he helped to 
the Second Division title and was named 
joint Football Writers’ Player of the Year. 


PAT JENNINGS 


Pat Jennings will be remembered as one of the 
finest goalkeepers to ever grace the game. 

‘Big Pat’ played 673 games for Spurs between 
1964 and 1977 and another 300-plus at Arsenal 
before winding down his career in a second spell 
at White Hart Lane. He also played 119 times 

for Northern Ireland, including two World Cups. 


Pat Jennings After retirement, Pat has spent over 10 years as 


goalkeeping consultant at Tottenham Hotspur.
